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The Mayor’s Parlour, which adjoins the Old Town 
Hall, was built in 1636. It is quaintly ornamented and 
contains some very fine stained glass of the time of 
Henry VIII. The Library for many year's contained 
many valuable MSS. including the Codex Leicestrensis (an 
early MS. of the New Testament), which have lately been 
removed to the Municipal Buildings. 
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
